It must be remarked that the rather formal, legal 
way of oouaidoring thinga (not rery open for new aituationa) is counter- 
balanced in the Pope by hia Innate prudence. A a in the oaae of d« Gaulle, 
n<m-clerloal persona who have unflinching attitudes, end by seeing their 
aotlon aooepted, when the Pope realistically sees ho cannot stop it. It is 
probable the Pope will be willing to discuss natters with Russia when he 
realiatioally sees it ia iaprudent to carry on a purely negative attitude.

He stated 
that, in his opinion, the Pope is deeply concerned about 
Italy en.1 somewhat pessimistic over the otrength of Commu- 
nism, which he believes woiild lead to Anorcly.ln Italy and 
elsewhere. The Pope If also Viadly xnfonfled on Puasia, and 
it is iaprobahle tluit there fire any actual Vatican negotia- 
tlone with Russia. However, the Pope shows noma signs of 
doubtfulness, ami it is not Impoaaiblo thfit he '^ill revise 
his opinion on Russia. Two years ago he still said "I do 
not know which is worse, Stelir or Hitler". Now, he speaks 
in the sense that Hitler is worse. However, he does not 
protest against some of the Gorman crimes for diplonvatic 
reasons, believing that be had succeeded in stopping some 
of the harshest GHimian measures and not v/ishing to Imporll 
that achievement by speaking.
